Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-19 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the Ryan 
invention teaches a card with a stored telephone number therein for use with a radiotelephone, 
the prior art of record, fails to teach, or fairly suggest either alone or in combination thereof, a 
radio unit and method having a transceiver for transmitting a first personal access number to a 
wireless network to access the wireless network, the transceiver receives a second personal 
access number different than the first personal access number, and the transceiver transmits the 
second personal access number to subsequently access the wireless network. Prior art dated 
prior to October 6, 1992 (i.e. the effective filing date of the instant application) fails to teach the 
aforementioned limitation.
